PRATT, Kas., Oct. 


Kansas duck hunters must be sure 
they do not cross the center of the 
river or they might be nabbed by 
Missouri game wardens this fall. 


Dave Leahy, 
director of the 


Kansas Forestry, Fish and Game 
Department, said today that Mis- 
souri has refused to follow last 
year's rule under which hunters 
could shoot ducks from bank to 
bank. 


The Missouri commission has 


proposed that the center of the 
main channel be the dividing line 
between the state, Leahy said. 


He asserted that Missouri's pro- 


posal would be confusing to hunt- 
ers of both states. 


Since there is no mutual agree- 


ment, Leahy said, Kansas hunters 
must consider the center line of 
the rivar a& tha boundary.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Oct. 22— (fP 


—Harry J. Murphy whose opera 
tions as a machinery dealer le 
to his indictment on mail frau 
charges Friday was sentenced t 
serve three years in a federa 
penitentiary. 


The sentence was imposed b 


Federal Judge Richard M. Dunca 
who said the case of the 37-year 
old Tarkio, Mo., business man wa 
the most fantastic in his memorj 


He referred to Murphy's acti 


vities as "Ponzi-like" and said th 
defendant in his manipulation 
had "demonstrated his lust fo 
business power." 
The "Tarkio Tornado" 
Murphy, known as the "Tarki 


Tornado" before his booming em 
pire crashed in the summer 
1947, 
had pleaded guilty to 4 


counts of using the mails to de 
fraud. They were based on Mur 
phy's acceptance of deposits fo 
farm machinery, which he wa 
unable to deliver to customers in 
Kansas, Nebraska, Texas, Okla 
homa and Colorado. 


Judge Duncan sentenced him t 


serve three years on the firs 
count and placed him on proba 
tion on the other 40. Execution 
of the sentence was deferred unti 
Nov. 15 to allow Murphy to ap 
pear in a court case at Counci 
Bluffs, la. 


Government attorneys said 


would be eligible to apply fo' 
parole in little more than a year 


Murphy became a man of af 


fairs in the northwest Missour 
community of Tarkio during th 
war. With a few years he was 
operating an implement business 
a food locker, a truck line, a large 
farm and was dealing hi corn anc 
hogs. He used two airplanes in 
his business. 


During the spring of 1947 wheat 


farmers received word that Mur- 
phy 'could get them hard-to-get 
harvesting machinery. They mail- 
ed and brought deposits to him. 
On« Kansas farmer said he left 
$144,000 with the Tarkio man. 
Murphy's Empire Collapsed 
Came the harvest with no com- 


bines from Tarkio. Murphy's em- 
pire began to collapse under the 
claims of creditors. The claims 
amounted to approximately $1,- 
000,000. 


After ' Murphy's affairs moved 


through bankruptcy 
court, they 


went before a federal grand jury 
at Kansas City. This body, last 
April, indicted him on 62 counts 
of mail fraud and violations of 
the federal stolen property act in 
21 other counts. 


Murphy pleaded guilty to 41 


of the mail fraud counts. The 
other counts were dismissed at 
the request ot the government. 


"Deep in my heart I am not 


guilty of any of the counts," 
Murphy said when he entered his 
plea here last month. He added 
that she pleaded guilty to save 
th« government money and be- 
cause he was not financially able 
to hire counsel.

WASHINGTON—As the debris of the 81st 


Congress is swept away and as relieved bureau- 
crats get back to work with no senators breath- 
ing down their necks, it can be truthfully said 
that Congress has accomplished far more than 
veteran capital observers every dreamed DOS- 
sibla. 


In face, the recent session probably passed 


more of Mr. Truman's Fair Deal program than 
FDR's congress passed of the New Deal pro- 
gram, with the exception of his first four years 
in office. 
' 


Chief blot on the 81st congress was thai it 


failed to pass an old-age pension-social-security 
bill at a time when such passage could have 
helped settle the coal and steel strikes; and 
that it failed to pass aid-to-education at a time 
when the schools were desperately in need of 
help. 


The fact that Congress failed to do this and 


bogged down toward the end was due largely 
to absenteeism. 


Not all the pleading, cajoling and scolding 


of patient senate leader 
Scott 
Lucas 
could 


muster the votes-for the simple season that 
dozens of senators and scores of congressmen 
were out of town. 


Absenteeism has become worse 
in "recent 


years because of free junkets abroad on Army 
airplanes. In the old' days, congressmen went 
home to mend their political fences. Now many 
travel abroad on "surveys." Usually it's a good 
idea for congressmen to get acquainted with 
conditions abroad-but not when their votes 
are needed in Washington.

Moulder, a strong champion of aid-to-edu- 


cation, predicted the House—like the Senate- 
would have passed a satisfactory compromise, 
probably providing free lunches and health care 
for 
parochial schools, if Lesinski 
had 
not 


bottled the bill up in committee. 


"Of course, the issue could have been easily 


solved along those lines, commented the Pres- 
ident, somewhat irritably. "I did all11 could. 
I even had some of the committee members over 
for a conference and strongly encouraged action 
to relieve the school shortage. 


"The fact that the committee refused to do 


its duty was no fault of mine. I can't dictate 
to the Congress." 


Truman also revealed that he was consider- 


ing a broad-scale plan for amortizing the 
mounting national debt, but didn't go into de- 
tails. 
However, he promised to study a sug- 


gestion by Moulder that revenues from specific 
taxes—such as excise and excess profits levies 
—be diverted to retiring the federal debt. 


Strange Roumainian 


There is something peculiar about the way 


certain American diplomats and judicial experts 
have been hobnobbing with a Roumanian in 
New York who is the registered agent of one 
of Stalin's chief henchmen. 


The Roumanian is Dr. Vespasien Palla who 


arrived in the U.S.A. with his own car and 
chauffeur, gives swank champagne parties on 
his Long Island estate, and is the official re- 
presentative of Premier Anna Pauka, the lady 
communist who ruus Roumania for Stalin. 


Palla is a versatile gentleman, who once 


represented the Fascist Antonescu government, 
which declared war on the United States, and 
which slaughtered 300,000 Jews, sent many of 
their bodies to the I. G. Farben soap"-factories. 
Palla served Fascist Antonescu as minister to 
Switzerland. 
Now he is minister without port- 


folio for the Communist Pauka government. 


But the amazing thing is that despite this 


direct hook-up with the Russian-Roumanian 
Communists, Pala has ready access to Amer- 
ican legal bigwigs and some diplomats. 
On 


April 29, at a dinner for the American Society 
of International Law, attended by Deputy Se- 
cretary of State Dean Rusk, diplomats and law- 
yers stood up and applauded when Palla was 
introduced. 


Another amazing thing is that this mysteri- 


ous gentleman is called upon for advice re- 
garding the United Nations, though Roumania 
is not a member of the U. N. What informa- 
tion he sends back to Roumania is not known, 
nor would the FBI know, since he has access to 
the uncensored Roumanian diplomatic pouch.

ario, he was twenty-three and ha 
achieved a good deal of success 
First as a child prodigy and then 
as a talented, capable composer. 


This Schikaneder was an actoi 


singer, producer, poet, and a the 
atre proprietor all rolled up inti 
one. He was not a' "Jack of al 
trades and master of nojje" for hi 
made a commercial success out o: 
all his ventures and was capable 
of running anything from a rodeo 
to a musical comedy. 


Schikaneder was a good heart- 


ed, jovial person and enjoyed the 
better things of life such as gooc 
food and gay parties. It was pro- 
bably at one of these parties of 
Schikaneder's 
that 
Mozart was 


approached and requested to write 
the music for Schikaneder's new 
opera. 
Mozart liking his 
good 


friend's hospitality and his wine, 
consented. 


Mozart was a creator of extra- 


ordinary music and his ways of 
creating his music were equally 
astounding. He often though out 
a complete composition and re- 
tained it in his memory for an 
unlimited length of time. 
Schi- 


kaneder knew of Mozart's great 
skill. 
He 
also 
knew 
that he 


wouldn't put his works on paper 


was compelled to do so; 


he therefore took a very wise pre- 
caution of lodging Mozart in a cot- 
tage near the theatre, where he _ 
could see to it that there would •=• 
be progress each day. 


The bulk of the music to the 


"Magic Flute" was written in May 
and June of 1791. The overture, 
however, 
was 
retained in his 


memory the entire summer and 
was not put on paper until two 
days before the premier perform- 
ance. 


Mozart was a great composer 


but an unhappy man and not too 
well off as far as money was con- 
cerned. ' Through all his unhap- 
piness he did have a sense of hu- 
mor. When he was a court com- 
poser to Joseph II, Emperor ol 
Austria, he was commissioned to 
write some dance music and he 
soon became discontent with noth- 
ng better to do. In fact he be- 
came so disgusted he wrote in 
;he margin of his income tax re- 
turn . . . "Too much for what I 
do; too little for what I could do." 


He wrote his greatest and last 


;hree symphonies in the summer 
of 1788 within a period of six and 
me-half weeks. Three years later 
ie died a pauper at the age of 
hirty-five from typus . . . though 


believed he was poisoned.

Studies Seem Valid 
Such studies as these may ex- 


plain the good results which have 
jeen reported for some of the 
special diets for high blood pres- 
sure, such as the rice diet. 
It 


seems likely that when good re- 
sults have actually occurred from 
such special diets it may be be- 
cause of the low amount of pro- 
;ein and low amount ol sodium or 
:alt which they contain. 


The victim of high blood pres- 


;ure cannot expect too much from 
diet treatment alone, 
Neverthe- 


ess, work on this problem is go- 
ing forward constantly and prob- 
ably the future will bring forth 
ietary treatments for hyperten- 
ion even better than those which 
.re known today.
